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Sanctification Despisers, Attention! 


U is generally accepted that an experi- 
ence of sanctification is received some- 
where in God’s plan. It is no difficult 
task to see that the Bible teaches this ex- 
perience, yet many professors of religion 
claim that it is yet to come, or we are 
sanctified after death, and most any 
other theory to ease the burden of sin 
on their unclean hearts, It is true that 
sanctification is more despised by the 
devil and his ministerial agents than any 
other experience in salvation. For this 
reason I want to show what God - says 
concerning the subject and that this won- 
derful experience is received in this life or 
else you will never have it. If you are 
waiting to be sanctified after death, hell 
will be your portion, the part that you 
deserve. 


“But SANCTIFY the Lord God in 
your hearts: and be ready always to give 
an answer to every man that asketh you 
a reason of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear,” 1 Pet. 3:15. Every- 
one that has the hope of sanctification in 
him should be able to give a Bible rea- 
son for such hope. Notice carefully the 
above verse. “But SANCTIFY the Lord 
God in your hearts.” This is in the pres- 
ent tense and not forty years after grand- 
ma dies. “And be ready always to give 
an answer to every man that asketh you 
a reason of the hope that is in you.” If 
this is an “after-death experience” why 
did Peter say “the hope that IS in you’’? 
Furthermore, how often is a man going to 
ask you about the hope of sanctification 
after you pass into the other world? 
Such people must believe in spiritism, a 
full developed fruit of the devil. 

In the seventeenth chapter of St. John 
we hear Christ praying for our sancti- 
fication. Certainly any Christian teacher 
believes that God will answer the prayer 
of His Son. 

The writer of Hebrews emphatically 
states that Christ suffered to sanctify the 
people. (Heb. 13:12). Not only did 
Christ pray for the sanctification of the 
people, but He also died. This He did fou 
all people, willingly submitting to a mis- 
erable death, then thousands despise it, 
condemning the power of the blood. I can 
hear right now some so-called minister 
twisting the Scripture and saying, “Of 
course Christ prayed for our sanctifica- 
tion but He never meant for such an 
experience to be received while in this 
body.” 

Turn with me to 1 Thess, 4:3, “For 
this IS the will of God, even your sanc- 
tification, that ye should abstain from 


’ fornication.” If sanctification cannot be 
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had in this life why have it in order to 
abstain from fornication? Are you ex- 
pecting to be tempted with such an evil 
after the resurrection? Listen to me, you 
who despise sanctification, put off the 
old man with his deeds and put on the 
man Christ Jesus, the new man. God has 
a place for you called hell and when you 
deny the power of the blood you may 
consider your entrance fee paid. When 
you reject sanctification you reject the 
will of God, and don’t overlook the 
words of our Lord, “Not everyone that 
saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter in- 
to the kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which is in 
heaven.” Matt. 7:21. You can make your 
choice but God’s Word is established. 

If you know you are wrong, just sim- 
ply confess. Don’t try to deceive anyone. 
You can’t whip the devil around the 
stump because there are more devils than 
stumps. 


This following verse is one that I 
would like to sound to the islands of the 
sea. “And the very God of peace sanctify 
you WHOLLY; and I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 1 Thess. 5:23. Who 
said the body is not sanctified? Some one 
answers, “Oh, it will be but not until 
the resurrection.” Then why did Paul 
say, “Unto the coming of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ”? In other words, be wholly 
sanctified until Jesus comes. Praise God 
for whole sanctification—spirit, soul and 
body! 

Hear me, modern preacher, you are 
going to answer for the poisonous, cor- 
rupt, and soul-destroying doctrines you 
expound from God’s sacred desk. Read 
a few words in the second chapter of 
Titus. “For the grace of God that bring- 
eth salvation hath appeared to all men, 
Teaching us that, denying ungodliness 
and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this present 
world.” Tit. 2:11, 12. You have no excuse 
for saying you never knew that, for the 
grace of God teaches all men that. Live 
a sanctified life in this present world, 
clean up your dirty life and be a man 
fit for service. It is the actual truth that 
some ministers will walk to the church, 
spit out their tobacco, enter in and pre- 
tend to deliver a message given from 
God. Such people are not fit to live, 
neither are they fit to die. The day is 
approaching when holiness fighters will 
bow their knee and confess that holiness 
was the standard. 


To further prove that one becomes 


sanctified in this present world, turn to 
Hebrews 10:10, “By the which will we 
are sanctified through the offering of 
the body of Jesus Christ once for all.” 
The writer of this epistle says “we are 
sanctified” (present tense). By what are 
we sanctified? The above verse says “by 
the will of God.” All right, let’s refer to 
1 Thess. 4:3 once more. “This is the will 
of God even your sanctification.” The 
man who fails to accept sanctification in 
this life is the man who fails to accept 
God’s will. 


The fourteenth verse of this same 
chapter reads: “For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified.” What does this prove but 
that the experience of sanctification is 
received here. The verse said “them that 


are sanctified” (present tense). Of 
course some one will say, “He hath 
PERFECTED for ever them that are 


sanctified and we are not PERFECT 
yet.” I beg your pardon, for there is a 
state of perfection reached when one is 
sanctified. You have got “glorification” 
mixed and confused with “sanctifica- 
tion.” A sanctified person can live above 
sin and overcome the world with its 
pride and lusts. 

I want to show you that Paul was not 
perfect, yet he was perfect. “If by any 
means I might attain unto the resurrec- 
tion from the dead. Not as though I had 
already attained, either were already per- 
fect.” Phil. 3:11, 12. Certainly, Paul had 
not been made perfect in the resurrec- 
tion (glorification). But notice verse 15, 
“Let us therefore, as many as are per- 
fect, be thus minded.” In this reading 
we find him speaking of two perfections, 
glorification and sanctification. By at- 
taining one perfection (sanctification) 
he was able to attain unto the other 
(glorification) . 

If the perfection of sanctification is 
not achieved on this earth, then Paul was 
certainly misled and badly deceived when 
he wrote his first epistle to the Church 
of God at Corinth. “Unto the Church of 
God which is at Corinth, to them that 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus....” Praise 
God." You may be as spiritually cold as 
an icebox but you will have to admit 
one thing, that there were some sancti- 
fied folks at Corinth. 

Paul did not write to the Corinthian 
graveyard, but to the Church of God. 
If the people at Corinth were sanctified, 
what would hinder us from being sanc- 
tified? When did the blood lose its pow- 
er? God is no respecter of persons; what

THE HOUSE OF ISRAEL 
WHERE Is IT? 

Much confusion is being introduced 
into the ranks of prophetic students by 
the teachings of Anglo-Israelism, the 
basis of which is that there is historical 
connection of the ancestors of the Eng- 
lish with the ten “lost tribes” of Israel. 
This leads to a system of interpretation 
of the Bible entirely different from the 
common understanding of recognized 
evangelical scholars. 

The teaching is deducted as follows: 
The ten tribes were transferred to As- 
syria about 720 B. C. Simultaneously the 
Saccae, (Saxae) appeared in the same 
district. The progenitors of the Saxons 
later went into Denmark and thence to 
England. Denmark is said to mean “‘coun- 
try of Dan.” Another branch of the tribe 
of Dan, we are told, appeared in Ireland. 
Tephi, a descendant of the house of 
David, according to legend, reached Ire- 
land in 580 B. C. From her descended 
the King of Argyll, an ancestor of 
Queen Victoria who thus fulfilled proph- 
ecy that “The line of David shall rule 
forever and ever.” (2 Chron. 13:5; 21: 
7). It is claimed that the Irish branch 


of the Danites brought with them Jacob’s 
stone which is used as the Coronation- 
stone of the kings of Scotland and Eng- 
land, and is preserved in Westminster 
Abbey. One writer says that 1 Cor. 10:4 
refers to this stone, (“the rock which 
followed them”). : 

The Anglo-Israelite proceeds to make 
a distinction between the ultimate fates 
of Israel and Judah. The Jews are left 
with all the curses and all the promised 
blessings are taken for the Anglo-Saxons. 


Quasi-Jewish names borne by some 
Engiishmen are held to prove their Is- 
raelitish origin. Some claim that the 
English language is derived from He- 
brew. The termination “ish” is identi- 
fied with the Hebrew “ish” (man). 
“Brit” is said to come from “Berith” 
(covenant). Therefore “British” means 
“man of the covenant”. 

Of these philological analogies, Joseph 
Jacobs, B. A., a competent authority on 
such matters, says in the Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia: “By the application of the wildest 
guesswork about historical origins and a 
slavishly literal interpretation of selected 
phrases of prophecy, a case is made out 
for the identification of the British race 
with the ten tribes. Modern ethnography 
does not confirm in any way the identi- 
fication of the Irish with a Semetic peo- 
ple. The English are traced directly to the 
Scandinavians of whom there is no trace 
in Mesopotamia at any period of history.” 

Commenting on these views as set 
forth in Edward Hine’s pamphlet, Prof. 
Rawlinson, one of the highest authori- 
ties, wrote: ‘““The pamphlet is not calcu- 
lated to produce the slightest effect on 
the opinion of those competent to form 
one. Effect can only be had on those 
who are unaware of the absolute and en- 
tire diversity in language, physical type, 
religious opinions, manners and customs 
between the Israelites and the various 
races from whom the English nation can 
be shown historically to be descended. 

We know of no one more enlightened 
on Israelitish history than the late Dr. 
David Baron, great Hebrew-Christian ex- 
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positor. He wrote: “The so-called histori- 
cal proofs by which the theory is sup- 
ported are derived from heathen myths 
and fables and the philology which traces 
‘British’, to ‘Berith’ and ‘Saxon’ to 
‘Isaac’s Sons’ (Note: Was not Isaac the 
progenitor of all twelve tribes? Are not 
the Jews Saxons, in that case?) deserves 
no other characterization than child-ish. 
The Scriptural ‘identifications’ with 
which Anglo-Israel literature abounds 
turn out on examination to be“ perver- 
sions and misapplications of isolated 
texts taken from the English versions of 
the Bible without any regard for true 
principles of exegesis.” 

The effort to continue the distinction 
between Israel and Judah beyond the ab- 
sorption of the ten apostate tribes, leads 
to some strange extremes. It is pointed 
out that when Jesus sent His twelve 
Jewish disciples to “the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel” He was sending them to 
a medley of Gentile nations in Central 
Asia, who, unknown to themselves, were 
Israelites in origin. These were the 
Saxons, progenitors of the English. 

In support of this idea a statement of 
Josephus is quoted to the effect that the 
“ten tribes” were beyond the Euphrates. 
To build such a doctrine on the writings 
of one who made so much use of tradi- 
tion, and whose statements in many 
things have been shown to be unreliable, 
is questionable. 

Anyone, by the use of an_ ordinary 
concordance, can learn that the Jewish 
people, in the New Testament, were 
called alternately ‘‘Jews” and “Israel”. 
Nor is there the slightest doubt but that 
the ministry of the disciples, until after 
the ascension, was confined to the Jews 
in Palestine, who called themselves Is- 
raelites as well as Jews, Furthermore the 
Gospel is directed to two classes only 
—Jew and Gentile—(Rom. 1:16; 2:9, 
HO; I Cor. 12:33.) 

The careful Bible student cannot but 
see that the term “Israel” cannot, in 
many passages, be confined to the ten 
tribes. As Dr. Baron says: “Generally, 
the name ‘Israel’ stands for the blood 
descendants of Jacob whose name was 
changed by God Himself to ‘Israel’, 
though in the historical books, especially 
1 and 2 Kings and 2 Chron., and a few 
passages in the Prophets, it is used to 
designate the Northern Kingdom of the 
ten tribes in contradistinction to the 
Southern Kingdom of Judah. But its use 
in the more limited and temporary sense 
can always be clearly discerned from the 
context.” 

The answer of Anglo-Israelites is that 
a Jew is an Israelite but all Israelites are 
not Jews. When Paul wrote his argument 
in Rom. 11 concerning “all Israel’, he 
was apparently unmindful of this dis-

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Prayer and the Daily Christian Life 


HE experience of the New Testa- 

ment Christian is not merely a life 
of occasional visits from his Lord, with 
blessings and grace now and then, but 
it is a life of abiding peace and rest with 
Jesus ever present, and living within the 
heart. St. Paul says it is “Christ in you.” 
Now such a life can be maintained only 
by constant prayer, prayer “without 
ceasing,” or “continuing instant in 
prayer.” 


FIRST. In the very outset Jesus taught 
His disciples to pray, and so did John 
the Baptist. And in the writings of the 
great Apostle Paul, nothing is more 
prominent than his praying and _his 
teachings on prayer. His strong fort was 
ever his praying, and so with all the early 
Church, and all Christians in all time. 
Prayerless preachers and professors never 
did get anywhere with God and they 
never will. This is the first underlying 
principle in all godly living and Chris- 
tian service. 


SECOND. God’s servants are kept in 
proper relation with Him only as they 
pray right, and such praying does not de- 
pend on the skill, wisdom, or gifts of the 
prayer, but on his honest, whole-hearted 
desire to please God. Perhaps the great- 
est per cent of those who fail God and 
fall by the wayside, do so because they 
fail at this point. If there be weakness. 
failure to understand the way and will 
of God, or any other trouble that may 
arise, right praying will find a path out 
and a way to victory. 

THIRD. “If any man have not the 
spirit of Christ he is none of his.” The 
spirit and mind of Christ is the spirit of 
the Christian. In such an atmosphere he 
lives and walks. It is here that all true 
Christians live. But such a spirit is es- 
sentially the spirit of prayer. Walking 
with and in the spirit of Jesus includes 
that communion and fellowship which is 
known only in the deepest spiritual 
prayer life, not just a little surface 
prayer occasionally, but ‘“‘praying al- 
ways.” 

FOURTH. Apart from the thought of 
petitioning the Lord and calling upon 
Him constantly for some definite or 
special blessing, prayer is inseparably 
connected with the worship of God. Un- 
der certain conditions God has ever wel- 
comed His servants into His presence. It 
is His will that they may commune with 
Him, enjoying that certain positive, per- 
sonal touch with Him which is the high- 
est attainment of worship. Those who 
truly love and serve God are drawn to 
Him by the powerful ties of His own 
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iove to them. They desire His presence 
that they may thus adore Him and wor- 
ship Him, bestowing upon Him the deep 
love of their hearts. The desire to thus 
meet with and worship God is the high- 
est motive that any worshipper may have 
in coming to the place and time of wor- 
ship. It is beyond the thought of hearing 
the special speaker, special singer, or any 
program that may be on. A glorious pri- 
vilege it is that all may thus know, wor- 
ship, and enjoy the friendship and fel- 
lowship of the Lord Himself. To this end 
every service or prayer, both in public 
or secret, tends. 


FIFTH. The Christian’s life is ever be- 
set by circumstances and forces that 
would upset his faith and destroy his 
peace, thereby disrupting his walk with 
God. Prayer is the only thing that will 
combat these conditions and enable the 
Christian to overcome every difficulty, 
and hold on his way with complete victo- 
ry unto the end, So long as Israel and her 
leaders looked to Jehovah for help and 
guidance in every time of need, they 
never failed or lost a battle, no matter 
how hard the task. But they always failed 
when they left God out and fought their 
own battles, and so God has put Him- 
self on record for all time to fight the 
batt'es and take care of the needs of His 
people, who deperd on Him. God’s people 
of to-day have as much right to go to 
Him, and to expect full and complete 
victory on all lines now, as at any time 
in the past. 

SIXTH. We might emphasize the 
value of prayer in the times of urgent 
need. Jesus said, “Men ought always to 
pray and not to faint.” In every life and 
in the home and church there are times 
of distress and crying need. At such times 
nothing is more in order than prayer. In 
the life of Jesus and His apostles there 
were cal!s to visit the poor, the sick and 
dying, and even cases of death. How 
many wonderful things took place on 
some such occasions. It has always been 
customary to pray in time of distress, and 
to ask the prayers of the ministers and 
others. It is still, How often the sick are 
healed or saved, or unsaved loved ones 
are saved, and in many other ways God 
gets glory to His name and extends the 
interests of His kingdom through the 
prayers and tears of those who call upon 
Him in time of trouble. So we may be un- 
der conditions of trials and tribulations, 
sickness and suffering, poverty and need, 
darkness and discouragement, but yet in 


the realm where prayer may prevail 
speedily aud bring the needed deliverence. 


SEVENTH. It is the privilege of the 
Christian to pray not only about special 
things, but to make it “a specialty to 
pray about everything.” The great apostle 
uses these very words “but in everything 
by prayer.” Everything in the Chris- 
tian’s life is in the realm of prayer. It is 
taken as a matter of fact that certain 
things must be dealt with by the Lord, 
but why not go to Him about all? 

Certainly He must save us and _ give 
the needed grace for spiritual things, and 
give victory over sin, and power for all 
Christian service. But we may trust Him 
to work out the finer and more minute 
and intricate details of every-day life, if 
we will. It is all included in His provis- 
ion for His people. What wonderful 
words we find in Romans 8:28. “And 
we know that all things work together 
for good to them that love God, to them 
who are the called according to His 
purpose.” Of course the yielded and 
obedient heart only can claim this prom- 
ise. And again, “For it is God that work- 
eth in you both to will and do of his 
good pleasure.” Phil. 2:13. In the life 
that is fully yielded to God, serving Him 
faithfully in constant prayer, and faith 
and obedience, He works out His great 
will.

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Man Between Two Powers 


NTRODUCTION: We find in the 

study of the Word that God made 
man in His own image, and made him for 
His glory. Man was also assigned a duty 
to perform. God made and ordained that 
man should be in obedience to the higher 
powers which are of God, and made a 
plan which was and is optionary with 
man to God. Man was given a choice of 
his own free will in the forming or 
shaping of his future destiny. 

Text: “And the Lord God formed may 
of the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a living soul,” Gen. 2:7. 

“The serpent beguiled me, and I did 
eat,” Gen. 3:13. We see that as soon as 
man was made by God, Satan and 
the powers of darkness existed. Satan is 
the power and prince of the air and it 
is an undisputable fact that before man 
was formed and placed in the Garden of 
Eden (which represents happiness) , Satan 
was in the earth ready as an enemy of 
God to deceive and wreck the happiness 
of man and to take out that which God 
had created for His glory, for when man 
yielded to the power of darkness and was 
deceived by Satan, he fell from his 
blessed estate with God bringing upon his 
posterity the curse and wrath of God.

I have often heard the remark that 
man is a twofold subject and that he is 
under bondage to Satan in the flesh and 
at the same time a servant of God in 
the spirit. This is disgusting to a true 
child of God for there is the soul which, 
if the flesh or the body is overcome by 
Satan and sin, is crying for deliverance, 
for the soul is that part of man that 
never dies. 

Since man fell from his estate in Eden, 
God saw it necessary to institute our 
present plan of redemption, that those 
who would willingly accept could rise 
above the power and bondage of Satan 
and sin to that in God, through sanctifi- 
cation and power through Jesus Christ, 
who has all power in heaven and in earth. 
Jesus Christ is of heavenly habitation 
and is above, yes, on high, and we who 
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overcome look to Him for deliverance 
from all the power of Satan who belongs 
to the underworld, the bottomless pit, 
chain of darkness, unending suffering and 
the like. Therefore, as we remain in a 
medium or standing between the power 
of darkness and the power of eternal 
day, it is left to our choice; man is in 
the valley of decision and it is therefore 
optionary with man which power he 
serves. Jesus said, “Take up your cross 
and follow me.” The cross is the buffet- 
ing of Satan to disdainment. To follow 
Christ means to be Christ-like, which 
brings to the happy recipient a com- 
forted heart, a peace of mind, a blessing 
of the soul and a foretaste of the heaven- 
ly world and the power of God, which 
gladly is testified to by those who possess 
it. 

Daniel was between those two powers 
when a decree of the king was ordered 
that no man call on any other god save 
that of King Darius. The king had all 
earthly power to use at his will. Daniel 
did not refrain from calling on Israei’s 
God and ours, but raising his windows 
toward Jerusalem cared not for the 
power of Satan. God delivered Daniel as 
He will us to-day. From Daniel we learn 
to be faithful unto death; from Stephen 
we get the same, and from Christ our 
main example, yes, thank God, and from 
the apostles of the Lamb, who were tried 
by the powers of courts and men who 
were controlled by the power of Satan. 


Paul in giving instructions to the 
Ephesians admonished them to stand for 
God in all things. ‘““Wherefore take unto 
you the whole armour of God that ye 
may be able to withstand in the evil 
day, and having done all, to stand. 
Stand therefore, having your loins girt 
about with truth, and having on the 
breatsplate of righteousness.” Eph. 6:13, 
14. The armor here referred to enables 
us as servants of God to overcome the 
powers of Satan and resist every offer 
and force of the devil who is the enemy 
of our souls. We should be as Paul who 
persuaded that no power seen or unseen 
could be able to separate us from our 
blessed estate for which we so eagerly 
seek and contend. 


Jesus said in His greatest temptations 
that man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word of God. It is life 
from the dead that we overcome the 
powers of sin and Satan and to escape the 
day as reserved unto fire. Therefore, see- 
ing that we are compassed about with 
such a great cloud of witnesses, we 


should be so careful in our discourse, our 
everyday walk, our association with 
others in business, in our service, and in 
everything. 

The time cometh when we who are 
faithful shall see the glory of the Lord, 
for those who look for the second com- 
ing of Jesus will escape the wholesale 
power of Satan which shall be ushered in 
upon the children of disobedience in the 
soon coming days of tribulations. Man 
will remain between two powers, univer- 
sally, to the time of the binding of Satan 
when Christ shall reign over all the 
earth one thousand years. See Rev. 20. At 
that time peace for the righteous shall be 
enjoyed. Rev. 19:11, ““And I saw heaven 
opened, and behold a white horse; and 
he that sat upon him was called Faithful 
and True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge, and make war.” V. 19-21, “And I 
saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, 
and their armies gathered together to 
make war against him that sat on the 
horse, and against his army. And the beast 
was taken, and with him the false prophet 
that wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had re- 
ceived the mark of the beast, and them 
that worshipped his image. These both 
were cast alive into a lake of fire burn- 
ing with brimstone. And the remnant 
were slain with the sword of him that 
sat upon the horse, which sword pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth: and ll the 
fowls were filled with their flesh.” 
Here is where our God fights our battles 
for us and takes over to Himself the 
governments of all the earth and reigns 
over all opposing powers of Satan and 
death, and no people shall have fear for 
our Christ hath accomplished to rule and 
reign.

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My Trip to Arabia, Egypt and 
Palestine 


Arriving at the Danushkodi Pier, the 
southern extremity of India, we boarded 
the waiting steamer which landed us at 
the Talaimanner Pier in Ceylon two 
hours later. Having passed the customs, 
immigration, and quarantine, we boarded 
the Indo-Ceylon Express of the Ceylon 
Government Railways and were off on 
the overnight run to Colombo. It cost 
only one repee extra (about 36c U. S.) 
for a sleeper ticket, and as I was dead- 
tired, I took advantage of the opportun- 
ity to get a little needed rest. The mon- 
soons had begun to break and about thir- 
ty inches of water had fallen in twenty- 
four hours. Strong winds lashed the 
drenching rain into gale-like proportions, 
and the country-side was lighted up by 
vivid flashes of lightning as the train 
sped on. Awaking in the morning I 
found my compartment flooded with 
water, and the whole of the surround- 
ing country took on the appearance of a 
lake. Rev. Walter H. Clifford of the As- 
semblies of God met me in his car and 
took me to my hotel where I had to wait 
another day for the ship which was de- 
layed on account of the storm, We sailed 
from Colombo on May 20th and arrived 
at Aden in Arabia seven days later, after 
a stormy voyage across the Arabian Sea, 
principal arm of the Indian ocean. 

IN ARABIA 

We entered the beautiful land-locked 
harbor of Aden as the sun was sinking 
low on the western horizon. A large fleet 
of British warships were riding at an- 
chor, having been held in readiness for 
any eventuality which may arise in con- 
nection with the late Italo-Ethiopian 
conflict waged just across the bay in 
Africa. A little to our right arose the 
mountain peak “Shum Shum.” In all its 
forbidding majesty of desolated beauty, 
it towers high above the Gulf of Aden, 
looking down upon a country whose his- 
tory extends back so far as to disappear 
into the mists of ancient years. Aden 
peninsula, the whole mounting mass of 
volcanic rock that rises so abruptly from 
the sea, the crater, the strip of desert 
land that leads back to the mainland! 
What a story this compact area might 
yet unfold to scientists and archaeologists 
prepared to unlock and read the record 
she hides beneath her sun-scorched sur- 
face! For example there are the “Tanks,” 
the age-old rain-catching reservoir sys- 
tem, built of stone. As you examine these 


huge cisterns you will be amazed at the 
engineering skill, and the patient plod- 


ding man-power that must have gone 
into their creation. When they were 
built no one will say for sure. A few peo- 
ple believe that the Persians built them in 
the period circa 600 B. C. Most archae- 
ologists, however, say that they seem to 
pre-date any known civilization. 

Legends also cling to these 
hills, and breathe upon them a mystic 
spell. It is said that in these tortured 
rocks, the weary body of Cain, the slayer 
of Abel, lies buried. Here, too, it is said, 
the queen of Sheba (or, more properly, 
the queen of Saba, a country to the north 
whose later rulers, the Sabaen_ kings, 
warred with Rome) used to come for 
play and pleasure in the olden days. 

Let us re-live a couple of scenes and in 
watching special events, see for ourselves 
how history has marched throughout the 
ages on Aden’s sun-washed shores. We 
will imagine ourselves upon the peak of 
“Shum Shum,” idly following the pano- 
rama of desert, rock, sea, and life spread 
out below us. It is a warm afternoon, but 
not hot, for it is during winter and the 
temperature is mildly pleasant. Far be- 
low us is the crater town, a little larger 
perhaps, but much the same as it has 
been for years except for a group of 
long, low buildings iying near the sandy 
shore of Holkat Bay. Above the village, 
toward us, are the Tanks. Camels are 
carrying their burdens in placid, con- 
templative fashion through the streets. 
Arabs are pursuing their business in truly 
Eastern style, or lolling in small groups, 
chattering of commonplace events, All at 
once, from our eagle’s height we sense a 
growing clamor. We see the natives be- 
come suddenly tense and excited. Then, 
to our ears come the shrill, clear, clarion 
notes of a bugle. From the long, low 
buildings men hurriedly issue forth, as- 
semble, and in a few moments a line of 
British Infantry is marching toward the 
desert mainland. It is the month of Jan- 
uary, 1916, and news has been brought 
to the force in camp that the protector- 
ate is being threatened by the Turks, 
who are closing in upon the Sheik Oth- 
man Oasis, a scant six miles away. 

Closing our eyes for a moment while 
time turns swiftly backward, we open 
them again to find the scene much the 
same as it was before. And once again 
the town becomes tense with excitement. 
We look where every eye is turned, out 
to the headland of Holkat Bay, and we 
see a sail coming around the point. Stead- 
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ily three boats, one after the other heave 
in sight and bear down upon the beach, 
until on their decks we glimpse men and 
the gleam of yellow and silver metals. 
The boats are beached, the men spring 
out upon the sands, and again a clarion 
call is wafted to our ears. But this is not 
a bugle. We are listening to the braying 
trumpets of Rome’s far-flung might! 
The Golden Eagles of Caesar shine at 
the head of cuirassed centurions and sol- 
diers. With their spears and keen short 
swords these men quickly mow down the 
Arab opposition, and in a short time the 
town is theirs. It is the month of Jan- 
uarius, 24 B. C. News is dispatched to 
Rome that Attanae, Arabia Felix, is now 
a part of the expanding empire. After 
looking over the ancient town of Aden 
and checking its location on the map I 
have been able to definitely connect it 
with the “Ophir” so often mentioned in 
the Bible in connection with the gold ob- 
tained by Solomon for use in the build- 
ing of the temple and palace at Jerusa- 
lem. It was said that Solomon built a 
navy of ships in which his servants and 
those of Hiram sailed away to recover 
large quantities of the gold of Ophir, 
along with precious stones and almug 
trees, for the house of the Lord and the 
king’s house. Read Ist Kings 9:26-28, al- 
so 10:11, 12, along with other references. 


THROUGH THE RED SEA 
TO EGYPT 


After leaving Aden we began the pas- 
sage of the Red Sea which was interest- 
ing throughout. This historical body of 
water is about 1200 nautical miles in 
length by 200 in width at the widest. 
The route we followed was the longest 
way through. The first part of the voy- 
age took us along the shores of northeast 
Africa. Fronting the coast was the ter- 
ritory of French Somaliland and the Ital- 
ian territory of Eritrea, with the moun- 
tains of Ethiopia forming the distant 
background. We passed many beautiful 
islands also, and after a couple of days 
in the open sea sighted the great moun- 
tain range that forms the Sinai peninsu- 
la, jutting far out into the water. Mt. 
Sinai is far inland and can only be lo- 
cated with difficulty from the ship’s 
deck, since there are many other high 
peaks in this vicinity. I was never sure 
that I saw the exact peak where God 
gave the law to Moses, as a sand storm 
was blowing across the great Sinai desert 
that spread out between the coast and 
the foot-hills, obscuring the view. We 
were passing this part on a Sunday and 
conducted divine service which to me is a 
cherished memory. 


Arriving at Port Tewfik (Egypt) the 
ship entered the Suez canal, a dredged- 
out waterway about 100 miles in length 
that connects the Red Sea with the Medi- 
terrancan. About fifteen miles further on 
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we entered the bitter lakes, first little 
bitter, then the great bitter. These lakes 
were formerly an arm of the Red Sea, 
and it was through the largest of the 
two that Moses was supposed to have led 
the children of Israel. They were on their 
way around and got cut off by Phara- 
oh’s army at this point. I measured the 
distance on the map, and it was about 
nine miles, taking a diagonal course to- 
ward the east. To our left and a little for- 
ward was the traditional site of Moses’ 
camp before the crossing. 

The Land of Goshen also spread out 
before us from this direction. One could 
readily see the amount of faith needed to 
leave this fertile and well-watered plain 
for the burning sands of the great desert 
beyond. The country remains practically 
unchanged after 3400 years. I took pho- 
tographs from the two sides so as to 
show the contrasts between a land of 
plenty and a land of emptiness and ut- 
ter desolation. In a later article I will 
deal at length with my visit to Egypt, 
and may have something to report that 
will be of real interest. To say the least 
the power of God fell, and I might say, 
that the Lord has again visited Egypt to 
take out a people for His name. 


UP TO JERUSALEM 


Arriving at Port Said on the Medi- 
terranean seacoast, we disembarked from 
the S. S. ““Hakusan Maru” and took the 
8:00 P. M. train of the Egyptian State 
Railways back over the same route for 
about twenty miles to El Kantara, where 
we connected with the Jerusalem Ex- 
press of the Palestine Railways, departing 
at about 11:30 P. M. 

El Kantara in Arabic means “The 
Bridge” and marks the ancient crossing 
of the caravan route between the two 
lakes by means of a higher limestone ridge 
which divided them, and now after 
5,000 years a “bridge” again, ferries be- 
ing employed to cross the Suez Canal 
which divides the; town into two parts; 
namely, Kantara east, and west. This 1s 
said to be the crossing by which Abra- 
ham, Joseph, and Jacob travelled from 
Palestine into Egypt, and was doubtless 
the track by which the holy family went 
to and from the valley of the Nile. The 
train passes first through the regions of 
the ancient Serbonian Bog, with Pelusium 
away to the left on the former most 
eastern branch of the Nile. Some dis- 
tance from here on the right, and later 
on the left, was laid the pipe line by 
which water from the Nile was carried 
all through the desert to Gaza. There 
was an old tradition in South Palestine 
that the Turks would hold the country 
“till the waters of the Nile flow into 
Palestine”—an almost impossible con- 
tingency. But it was eventually effected 
by General Sir Archibald Murray. The 
pumps later were pulled up and rein- 
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stalled at King Solomon’s Pools near Je- 
rusalem, and used for pumping water in- 
to the Holy City. This railway line was 
built by the British soldiers during the 
Great War with the assistance of the 
Egyptian Labour Corps. About 10,000 
English soldiers lost their lives in the 
venture, working, as they fought their 
way through the Turkish lines officered 
by the Germans. At Gaza we passed two 
large war cemeteries, and at Jerusalem 
saw another wherein are buried most of 
the British killed in action. Many others 
lie in unmarked graves. They first called 
this line the “Milk and Honey Railway” 
but finding nothing but sand all the way, 
they later renamed it “The Desert Rail- 
way.” We crossed the old “River of 
Egypt” and many battlefields, reaching 
Gaza at daylight, where I bought some 
boiled eggs from a little boy for my 
breakfast. On the right before entering 
the city was left a derelict tank “War 
Baby” knocked out by the Turks in the 
first great battle of Gaza. One may yet 
see abundant signs of the terrible de- 
struction wrought. On the same side of 
the track and near by, we saw the hill 
where tradition says Samson carried the 
gates of Gaza (Judges 15:1-3). To the 
left of us was to be seen the tower of a 
mosque where is buried the grandfather 
of Mohammed the prophet. 

From here on the desert became more 
pronounced until we neared the town of 
El Majdal. The only living things to 
speak of in the way of vegetation, was 
date palms and many of them were all 
but buried up in the yellow sand that 
formed great dunes along the shores of 
the Mediterranean Sea. We are now op- 
posite Ashkelon (left) on the coast, an- 
other of the five cities of the Philistines, 
with a long history and connection with 
the names of the tribe of Judah, the 
Egyptians, Greeks, Romans, Crusaders, 
Saladin (Restorer of the Faith), and 
Richard I of England, Coeur de Lion. 
All this region is the ancient Philistia— 
the origin of the name “Palestine.” 

For the account of Samson’s visit read 
Judges 15:12-19. See also 1 Sam. 6:17; 
2 Sam. 1:17-20; Zeph. 9:5, for other im- 
portanc events. 

We now enter Isdud—Ashdod, another 
of the five cities of the Philistines. It 
stand: on the northern extremity of what 
once belonged to Simeon, toward Egypt. 
Read the History of the Ark, 1 Sam. 5: 
1-10. It is called Azotus in the New 
Testament, “where Philip was found” af- 
ter baptizing the eunuch, Acts 8:40. 

Next comes Yibna, the Jabneel men- 
tioned in Josh. 15:11. Presently we en- 
ter the borders of the tribe of Dan. All 
about here are flourishing and well-cul- 
tivated Jewish colonies, spread out before 
us with the Judean mountains forming a 
background to the right. I could imagine 
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myself back in southern California again, 
with the large groves of oranges, figs, etc, 


At Lydda we changed trains for Jeru- 
salem. It was here where Peter healed 
Aeneas, the paralytic who had kept his 
bed for eight years, causing the whole 
city to turn to God. Acts 9:32-35. 


After leaving Lydda we pass another 
British war-cemetery with 3,100 graves. 
Back and to our left, distant views of 
the plain of Sharon, with the hills of 
Judea clearly outlined more to the front. 
After this comes Gezer, which Pharaoh, 
king of Egypt, gave as a dowery to his 
daughter who married Solomon. 1 Kings 
9:14-17. Gezer is on the southern boun- 
dary of Ephriam. It remained in sight for 
the next half hour or more as our train 
wound around curve after curve on the 
upward climb, to view other important 
places including Bethhoron and the val- 
ley of Ajalon where Joshua commanded 
the sun to stand still until the battle was 
fought in defense of the Gibeonites. Josh. 
1076-14. 


A little further on to our right appears 
the village of Agir (Ekron), the most 
northerly of the five Philistine cities, 
scene of the calamities brought on the 
people by the presence of the ark. 1 Sam. 
§:10-12. Far to the southwest may be 
seen the valley of Elah, where the armies 
of Saul and the Philistines lay opposite 
each other and David slew Goliath the 
giant. 1 Sam. 17:2-52. 


The train now runs up a valley called 
the Wady es Sarar—the “Vale of Sorek,” 
scene of Samson’s exploits and the home 
of Delilah. See Judges 16:4-31. We also 
pass Zorah the birthplace of Samson, 
Judges 13:2-25. High on a hill-top (left) 
is the supposed site of the Cave of the 
Rock Etam. We sight on the right a 
valley leading to Beth-Shemesh, “House 
of the Sun,” now called Ain Shems, scene 
of the return of the ark. 1 Sam. 6:1-21. 
Further east a red-roofed colony marks 
the sight (approximately) of the camp 
of Dan, Judges 13:25. We now pass into 
the tribe of Judah. The train comes to 
a sudden stop as the revolting Arab brig- 
ands had blown up the track ahead of us 
and wrecked one engine. It was on a bad 
curve overlooking a rocky gorge, but for- 
tunately no one was hurt as far as I 
could learn, as the train did not go over 
the fill. We had heard of the wreck 
ahead and were detained for a time at 
Lydda. Army planes were zooming over- 
head, on the lookout for the rebels, while 
a relief train came from Jerusalem and 
carried us on into the city under heavy 
guard. The last part of the trip took us 
upwards through the “Valley of Roses” 
(so named from the rose-water supplied 
to the Church of the Holy Scriptures), 
it skirts the plain of Rephaim men-

tinction. 


The plain fact of the matter is that, 
in the sense in which Anglo-Israelism 
uses the term, there is no historical 
ground for the supposition that the ten 
tribes were ever lost. They were absorbed. 


Says Dr. Baron: “With the captivity 
the divisions and rivalry between Judah 
and Israel were ended, and the members 
of all the tribes who looked forward to 
a national future were conscious, not on- 
ly of one common destiny, but that the 
destiny was bound up with the promises 
to the House of David and with Jerusa- 
lem as its center in accordance with the 
prophecies of Joel, Amos and Hosea, and 
of the other inspired messengers who min- 
istered and testified among them until 
the fall of Samaria. This conviction of a 
common and united future, no doubt 
facilitated the merging process, which 
cannot be said to have begun with the 
captivity, for it commenced almost im- 
mediately after the rebellion under Jero- 
boam, but which was certainly 
strengthened by it.” 


The one common hope and destiny for 
all the tribes, to be fully consummated 
when the Messiah returns, is marvelously 
set forth in Ezek, 37:20-25. All is made 
to center in the Land of Israel and the 
coming Lion of the tribe of Judah, the 
rightful Heir of David. The Anglo-Is- 
raelites do not tell us how all the Anglo- 
Saxon nations will eventually be settled, 
with the Jews, upon the mountains of 
Israel. (Jer. 30:3, 4). 


It is not possible in this brief discus- 
sion to review all the Old Testament pas- 
sages proving the amalgamation of Is- 
rael with Judah, but for the Christian, 
the New Testament teaching should set- 
tle the matter. 


For six centuries before Christ, the 
descendants of Abraham were not krown 
as divided into tribes, but as one peopie. 
Part of the nation was in Palestine, part 
were scattered far and wide. The term 
“Jew” had come to stand for all of the 
sons of Jacob who were considered sub- 
jects of the theocratic kingdom of Judah. 

Who came back to the land after the 
Babylonian exile? Anglo-Israelites insist 
that they were exiles from the southern 
kingdom, Judah, therefore Jews. But 
read Ezra and you will find this rem- 
nant referred to eight times as “Jews” 
and forty times as “Israelites.’” Nehemiah 
calls them “Jews” eleven times and “Is- 
rael” twenty times. 


Who remained behind in the provinces 
of Persia? Anglo-Israelites say they were 
of the kingdom of “Israel”. But read 
Esther and forty-five times they are 
called “Jews” and not once “Israelites.” 
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Walls of Jericho Still Falling 


Remembering the scripture “Obedience 
is better than sacrifice,” 1 Sam. 15:22, I 
must keep my vow by writing this article 
of a seven days’ battle by seven of God’s 
children.

In other articles to follow 
I hope to tell you of how the Lord kept 
me when my life was at stake more than 
once. I determined to see, and did see 
most all the main places of interest, by 
the grace of God.
